Inside tFolubeavu Sleeping Bags 


ALL ABOUT DOWN 


The function of an insulation in the application of a sleeping 


bag is to provide a dead air space to trap and prevent the loss 
of body heat to the surrounding environment. However due to 
the fact that the body also gives off^a considerable amount of 


moisture, the insulator must have the ability to breathe. This 


characteristic allows the moisture to escape and prevents a 
chilling factor. Therefore, in the sleeping bag application, one 
needs an insulator that provides the above characteristics and 


because of our type of usage, i.e. backpacking or mountaineer- 


ing, the insulator -should be lightweight. Of all the insulators 


available Goose Down is still the most efficient insulator in 


fulfilling the above requirements. 


Down has a “Dynamic Balance” of moisture content, normally 
of 11-13%. If you put a Down parka in a clothes dryer and 
over-dry it to almost zero moisture content, it will absorb 
moisture from the, atmosphere to regain its 11-13% balance. 
Likewise, when it gets wet, it will dry "down" to 11 to 13% 
moisture content when it is aired out in the sun, or dried in a 
dryer. 


Down is much "tougher" than most people think. Though an 
inexperienced person can ruin a Down garment or bag in a 
washing machine or dry cleaner . . . it is usually the casing or 
fabric that will be destroyed before the actual Down itself. 
Down, when wet, will mat and must be fluffed and air dried 
well. Air circulation is the major factor to the life and perform- 
ance of Down, and is why we always ask that jackets or bags 
be stored loosely and where they can "breathe" when not in 
use. Stuffing in waterproof, airtight sacks should only be done 
while they are being transported or "packed" on the trail. 
Fluffing and shaking is good to loosen and "air out" this natural 
product. 


There is no such thing as 10096 Down. By law, there must be 
all Down and absolutely no feather content in a product to 
qualify as 100% Down, and because the separation of each tiny 


feather (and please bear in mind that a feather, by definition, 
can be as small as one-fourth inch and very soft) would have 
to be done by hand, the operation is unquestionably just not 
feasible. What labels will read is “100% Prime Northern Goose 
Down," ‘100% AA Super Down,” “100% Prime XYZ Co. Down,” 
etc. In other words, the 100% describes the adjective or "brand 
name" of the Down, not the legal feather content of it. All Down 
producers have several grades of Down and can supply various 


colors and any feather content one wishes to buy. They can 


furnish, within limits, what the bag manufacturer wishes to 
have, and the price is in direct relation to the grade of Down 
he receives. 


Most Down suppliers offer two basic grades of Down; "Gar- 
ment" grade, the more expensive, and “Bag” grade, the type 
most often used for the filling, or insulating, of sleeping bags. 
The actual feather content of Garment grade is about 896 to 
11% and the feather content of Bag grade is about 12% to 
2096. 


The Garment grade, having more actual Down per ounce, 
is more efficient, and is used where a lesser amount must 
produce the maximum results. As garments (jackets, parkas, 
etc.) have a much lesser quantity of Down fill than most sleep- 
ing bags, it is important for any manufacturer to use this better 
grade of Down to produce the best results. 

Though it is often contended that higher feather content in 
the fill of sleeping bags allows a quicker “spring back" or 
resiliency because of better air circulation through the Down, 
we believe the same standards apply to Down performance in 
sleeping bags as they do in garments. As we have always used 
the Garment grade in all of our sleeping bags AS WELL as our 
parkas and jackets, we believe it is one of the reasons our 
long-time customers keep telling us our bags last so long! — 
As is most always the case, there simply is no substitute or 
compromise for quality. 
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GOOSE DOWN vs. DUCK DOWN 


Lately more confusion has developed regarding the effective- 
ness of Goose Down versus Duck Down, as more manufacturers 
have been using increased quantities of Duck Down. In an 
attempt to "justify" the switch to Duck Down, some manufac- 
turers have made some rather confusing statements regarding 
availability of Down supplies, the countries producing the birds, 
and other various sometimes true, sometimes false implications 
about the Goose-Duck comparison. 

As simply as possible, the facts are: The best Down comes 
from mature, large Geese, raised in colder climates (i.e. Northern 
Europe and Canada) and when picked, the Down is carefully 
washed, dried, and mechanically separated to produce a mix- 
ture containing the maximum amount of Down and the minimum 
amount of feather content (as described earlier, above). The 
color of the Down is not an important factor in rating its 
efficiency. No mechanical means are available to increase the 
strength or resiliency of the Down. Though improper washing 
or drying could possibly hurt it, the Down, when on the bird, 
is at its maximum efficiency! 

Duck Down can be a good quality insulator, and though 
we do not use it in any of our sleeping bags or jackets, we feel 
the manufacturers who do use it should not attempt to “sell” 
it by attempting to justify its merits via '"muddying the waters" 
of the facts regarding Down. To date, there has been very little 
legislation to govern the grading and advertising of Down. 
Work is currently being done however, and hopefully within the 
next few years definite standards will be so stated that it 
removes the subjectivity from the issue, and the consumer will 
definitely be able to see what he is getting by looking at the 
Federal Label on the product. 

For the present, and practically speaking, Goose Down is 
better than Duck Down! The reason for using Duck Down is 
normally a price consideration . . . Enough said! 


HOLUBAR SLEEPING BAG DESIGN 


Holubar has studied and tested sleeping bag design and 
construction for over 26 years and we've found our sleeping 
bag design to be an optimum of thermal efficiency and sleeping 
comfort. Throughout those 26 years, our sleeping bag design has 
proven itself, time and time again, for our customers in a variety 
of camping conditions around the world. And, after all, when you 
invest in a sleeping bag (which is one of the key items in your 
equipment inventory) the important factors are performance and 
lifespan. — A Holubar bag, due to its design, high quality ma- 
terials and workmanship, will give you excellent performance and 
long life. 


INNER/OUTER SHELL CIRCUMFERENCE: Holubar sleeping 
bags are designed to allow free body movement while still 
minimizing the inside volume. We accomplish this by cutting 
both inner and outer shells the same size and holding the down 
in specific areas through our baffle system. 

Inside our bag, soft folds of the inner sheli shape around and 
gently snuggle against the sleeper, reducing the air pockets 
between legs, arms, and around the shoulders. With Down 
pushing into these areas the bag results in a smaller inside 
volume actually occupied by the sleeper which requires less 
internal body heat generation to maintain warmth. During 
periods of a sleeper's movements, circulation of any air in or out 
of the bag through any hood opening, however large, is virtually 
eliminated. 

We do not “differentially” cut our bags! A differential cut bag 
attempts to decrease the internal volume occupied by the sleeper 
by cutting the inner shell smaller than the outer. This reduces 
freedom of movement (comfort) and creates an arched effect 
over leg, arm, and shoulder spaces. When the shell tends to 
stand away from the body this superflous air needs to be heated 
plus it also allows the air to circulate around the sleeper, in or 
out of the bag through the slightest hood opening. The “theory” 
that two shell sizes (diffential cut) prevents elbows or knees 
from touching the outer shell is not feasible in soft fabrics unless 
all movement is restricted (not comfortable) and equal pressure 
in all directions is exerted at the same moment in time on the 
inner shell. It requires a rigid double wall structure to prevent 
the inner shell from touching the outer shell (i.e. thermos bottle 
design) and produce the benefit claimed by a differential cut 
sleeping bag theory. 


Our baffle system controls Down shift and prevents “thin 
spots" around elbows, knees, and shoulders. The outside shell 
surface is smooth to minimize wind cooling plus you have 
freedom of movement. 

Our 26 years of experience has proven that the ful| cut is 
best for reduced internal volume (warmest) and freedom of 
movement (comfort). 


DOWN CHANNELS: Down filled sleeping bags must have com- 
partments designed to hold the Down in place, keep it from 
shifting and causing cold spots, i.e.. MAXIMIZE the insulating 
effectiveness of the Down, while at the same time MINIMIZING 
the weight of fill needed. This compartmentizing is what deter- 
mines the efficiency and effective life of a sleeping bag. These 
compartments are formed between the inner and outer shells by 
the baffles and we call these compartments "Down channels." 
Buying a Down sleeping bag on the basis of weight of fill or 
inches of loft alone is a terrible misconception and a costly, sad 
experience. Nine inches of loft or 5 Ibs. of Down doesn't mean 
much unless you have a good baffle system to hold the Down 
in place once the bag is removed from the showroom, rolled, 
stuffed, slept in, etc. The cheapest construction of a bag would 
be to pack an inadequately baffled or compartmentized bag with 
an over-fill of Down. HOLUBAR uses 6" wide, 4" deep (5' deep 
in EXPEDITION, ULTIMATE) overlapping channels with either 
triangle ("V") or parallelogram cross-section to achieve a 
honeycomb-like system which holds the Down at its most 
efficient insulating density; the overlapping "V" Down channels 
being the most efficient.

Both systems are without any cold stitched through seams or 
cold spots when used in any HOLUBAR sleeping bag model. 
We feel the care and attention given to the construction of the 
interior of a HOLUBAR bag accounts for its long lifespan and 
durability. 


HOLUBAR CHANNEL BLOCK: Within each Down channel, on 
the side opposite the zipper, we sew in a baffle which com- 
pletely "blocks" the channel and prevents the Down from shift- 
ing from the bottom half of the bag to the top half of the bag 
due to body weight or from top to bottom when stuffing or 
rolling your bag. The HOLUBAR CHANNEL BLOCK was first 
developed by Holubar and we feel it is an important feature 
for controlling Down shift and maintaining constant loft in all 
of our sleeping bags from the TIMBERLINE model through the 
ULTIMATE model. 


SIZING: HOLUBAR makes most sleeping bags in increments 
of 4 inches, i.e. 5'10", 6'2" and 6'6". These measurements are 
INSIDE DIMENSIONS from the inside foot end piece to the top 
of the top Down channel (excluding the 18-inch hood portion). 
We also offer special extra girth on any of our single sleeping 
bag models on a special request basis; the added girth is 12 
inches and the special charge for extra fabric, materials and 
cutting fee is $30.00. 


TEMPERATURE RATING: The minimum temperature rating 
quoted on each of our sleeping bags is conservative. We would 
rather build in a safety factor, allowing for the coldest sleepers, 
than to get a complaint. We do not use maximum temperatures 
or a "range" figure, as we do not believe a sleeping bag, built 
for co!d weather, will be comfortable in high temperature. 

As we mentioned in our section on jackets, some manufac- 
turers quote extreme "comfort range" figures for their products, 
and we feel this is unrealistic. There are simply too many 
variables (i.e. altitude, metabolism, wind chill, humidity) that 
affect ihe persons comfort, and/or the sleeping bag's perform- 
ance, so we try to tell it “like it is”! 








HOLUBAR SLEEPING BAG CONSTRUCTION 


For 26 years HOLUBAR sleeping bags have proven themselves 
to be the top of the line. The skill and craftsmanship of our 
seamstress group Is unequaled by any other group making 
sleeping bags . .. they have to be in order to make the entire 
bag by themselves rather than just portions of the bag which is 
common in assembly line techniques used by most manufac- 
turers. You can be assured that the HOLUBAR label on a 
sleeping bag represents the efforts of talented people who 
sincerely believe in the word quality. 


SHELL FABRICS: Nylon is one of the strongest fabrics for 
its weight, and extremely durable for many, many years of 
dependable service. It should be soft, yet Downproof to elim- 
inate "sifting" of Down through pores and thereby depleting 
Down fill in any given channel. It should be water-repellent, yet 
allow good “breatheability” in allowing the moisture to escape 
from your body as you sleep. HOLUBAR selects only the finest 
nylon fabrics available for both the exterior shells and internal 
baffling systems. 

BAFFLE FABRIC: HOLUBAR uses Downproof, ripstop nylon 
for all our baffle systems. Net is a bit lighter, cheaper and easier 
to use and many claim it is better because it allows air to pass 
from channel to channel very easily. Downproof ripstop nylon 
also allows air to travel, however, it does not allow the Down 
filling to travel or bunch and deplete a Down compartment 
leaving a cold spot. All HOLUBAR baffles have rolled seams to 
eliminate ravelling, more work for us, but all part of the extra 
effort we mentioned before. 


ZIPPERS: HOLUBAR offers a choice of either a left or right - 


opening, full length nylon zipper in every adult model of sleeping 
bag. Side zippers have proved to be more efficient to control 
temperature, more natural (like covers on your bed) and more 
versatile in allowing the zip together feature. The zipper is a 
70 inch long #10 (large size) Y.K.K. DELRIN zipper with a 
two-way double pull slider system, i.e. the zipper can be opened 
from the bottom end of the zipper for ventilation while. the 
zipper remains closed at the shoulder. The sleeping bags, when 
zipped together, will line up at the head ends and any additional 
length of one bag extends at the foot end. The CHILD'S BAG 
will be offered with a #5 (medium size) Y.K.K. DELRIN zipper. 
Any customers now owning HOLUBAR sleeping bags and wishing 
to buy a new bag to zip to their present bag should write for 
further information and please state whether your bag is left or 
right opening while lying on your back. 

As mentioned, the Down, Fabric and Exterior features are all 
important in deciding which bag is the best value for its intended 
use, but the unseen internal construction and engineering are 
truly the standards of quality. If you really want to see how 
much work and quality is in a bag, check the inside — the most 
important part, and the part no one usually ever sees, including 
the inside of ours! Compare our loft buoyancy and retention — 
after ten years! 

We invite questions concerning the construction and materials 
used in our bags and hope you will do a thorough job of 
comparing with any others before buying. Please remember 
that if you would like to order one of our sleeping bags and 
after inspecting it, feel it does not meet your expectations, you 
may return it for a full refund.

The SANTA FE is an ultra-lightweight summer season sleeping bag. Specifi- 
cally designed for warmer weather usage, the construction and features of this 
bag make the SANTA FE an ideal, lightweight companion for the summer 
backpacker, climber or camper. 


Conservatively rated to 32° F. 


The SANTA FE features a double layer insulation design composed of 
Garment Grade AA PRIME NORTHERN GOOSE DOWN on the inside, surrounded 
on the outside by Super-Soft Urethane Foam, both quilted into horizontal 
eight-inch wide insulating compartments. The overall thickness of the bag is 
5 inches. The outside shell fabric is a durable, 1.5 ounce ripstop nylon in 
Royal Blue. The Down insulation provides adequate warmth for the designed 
temperature limit and the quarter-inch foam not only adds additional warmth 
and comfort, but also limits compression of the double-layer dead air insulating 
space. The dead air space of both insulating materials retains your body heat, 
yet both breathe to allow overnight body perspiration to escape to the outside 
and evaporate. Opposite the zipper side is the HOLUBAR CHANNEL BLOCK, 
a ripstop nylon baffle, to prevent the Down from shifting from the bottom to 
top due to body weight on top to bottom when rolling or stuffing the bag. The 
SANTA FE is shaped to give you ample room at the shoulders with a gentle 
taper to the foot end which is expanded to accommodate the turning of your 
feet during use. 

The SANTA FE features a standard 70 inch #10 (large size) Y.K.K. DELRIN 
two-way zipper available on either the left or right side . . . your choice, and 
will zip to any other Holubar sleeping bag with a #10 zipper. The zipper is 
protected on the inside against cold spots or drafts by a Down filled tube and 
on the outside the zipper is covered with a corded weather flap.

Inside Tou a. Clothing 


The Construction of a Down parka or garment is the key con- 
sideration to determine how effective the garment will be in its 
intended use. We say construction is the key, as optimum Down- 
fill should always exist, and "under-filling" (to produce a lower 
cost or slightly lower total weight), or '"'over-filling" (to compen- 
sate for lack of good construction or give an "Expedition" type 
appearance) is the simplest, yet saddest compensation that can 
be used to alter a garment's true value. 

Most manufacturers use three or four basic types of construc- 
tion for jackets, and these are the following: 


SEWN-THROUGH SEAMS 





Sewn through, or quilted — effective for spring-fall and light 
winter use — sewn through seams can allow chill in cold winds. 
In this construction look for width of Down channels. Are the 
channels spaced closely enough to minimize Down settling that 
will occur when the jacket is worn many times? Also, the Down 
fill should be very adequate to insure minimum shift. If this 
construction has light fill, it will be thin and of little insulating 
value. Also, the length of sleeves and body should be cut full 
to allow the garment to "accordion" together when worn. Thus, 
the seams will be "folded" to the inside, and the channels will 
gently compress together, and virtually hide many of these 
seams. This construction is ideal for light jackets, Down sweaters, 
and Down vests, as these items are for wear in “above zero" 
conditions, or with other garments (i.e. under a wind parka, over 
a wool shirt, etc.) Though some people wonder if.a vest or 
sweater would be “better” if it had baffles, or no sewn through 
seams — the answer is NO! The comparison of using a heavy 
duty "dump truck" to do your grocery shopping at the super- 
market is a bit extreme, but this is the point to be made! — For 
many situations, this construction is ideal — if it is accomplished 
with quality workmanship and materials, as we profess. 


OFF-SET CHANNELS 





Two completely separate layers of sewn-through channels or 
“pouches” are “sandwiched” together with seams off-set to 
produce a “double wall" garment. With the offset method, the 
visible outer wall Down channel seams are backed by the inner 
wall Down channels to give you good wind protection. This, of 
course, produces a garment for much colder temperatures, and 
it should be remembered that the more specialized or colder 
weather garment you select, the less versatile it will be for 
warmer temperatures. In this double-wall construction, make 
sure that it has good construction throughout, in the sleeves, 
also shoulder area and where "cold spots" may be caused by 
seams where the two layers are connected to one another. 


"V"-BAFFLE 





V-baffle construction, as used in the finest sleeping bags, is 
the finest construction for the expedition type parka or extremely 
cold weather use gear. It is the most painstaking construction to 
use in a parka, but if done right, produces the finest arctic wear. 
HOLUBAR uses this construction to make a true down expedition 
parka when most other companies use only the off-set method. 
Compare this point when you're in the market for an extremely 
cold weather garment! 


SEWN THROUGH WITH SMOOTH SHELL 





Quilted with a smooth outer shell is better for cold tem- 
peratures, especially when the wind is a prime factor. This outer 
"shell" (or inner lining — if design or style has smooth side in) 
is a wind barrier, and lets the quilted Down layer perform a 
more efficient insulating barrier. It also provides a smoother 


. look when used in ski, or fashion garments. Here it is important 
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to have a light, yet tight, or high density weave fabric to insure 
wind tightness and durability, and good quilting of the insula- 
tion, as described for the quilted construction. Holubar fulfills 
the above requirement by using an outstanding tight weave nylon 
called Supernyl for this method of construction.

WHEN SELECTING A GARMENT 


In all garments, check the way a zipper is installed. Does it 
have cording (a filler cord rolled inside the finished edge of the 
fabric bordering the zipper where possible)? Is the zipper 
stitched in with a double row of stitching? Are pockets and 
stress points re-inforced by back-tacking or bar-tacking to 
insure durability; are the fabrics used the best for the intended 
purpose — light, yet durabie enough to withstand normal wear? 
Ours do have these features, and do not assume that even all 
"brand names" also do, because many, many do not! — Remem- 
ber, all nylons will melt if touched with flame or spark, and 
will snag if caught by a sharp object. No manufacturer can 
prevent this! 


Are the seams and facings of the garment finished to produce 
a better appearance and longer lasting article? Many brands 
are not... but you'll find the above features are standard pro- 
cedures for the skilled HOLUBAR seamstress and all contribute 
to give you a tough, durable garment for your outdoor activities. 


We are often asked to quote a specific temperature figure, 
or "range" for each jacket or parka. One particular manufac- 
turer, we feel, confuses people by showing extreme “comfort 
ranges" for their garments. We feel that Goose Down does have 
a much wider temperature or “comfort range" than most insu- 
lators, but extremes like —70° to 50° above (a range of 120 
degrees) is a bit unrealistic! If a person wants a particular type 
of jacket or parka — select the best one for that situation. 
Unfortunately, one parka cannot be expected to give the best 
performance under all conditions, and do not be mis-led by 
these implications. Though each does have somewhat of an 


upper and lower limit, unfortunately there are too many variables 
involved for ANY manufacturer to supply exacting ratings. As 
mentioned, Down does have a greater “comfort range than any 
other desirable insulator, but an individual's metabolism, the 
wind velocity, humidity, and physical activity being performed 
are but a few of the conditions that will have a great influence 
on the performance of the garment. We have a great deal of 


. confidence in the construction and specification of each of our 


jackets or parkas, and are very enthusiastic about comparing 
each of our models to any others of similar construction. This 
is to say that ALL garments, though similar in design or con- 
struction, DO differ! Because Brand A Jacket has a “sewn- 
through" or quilted construction, and Brand B Jacket does also, 
it DOES NOT necessarily make them comparable, or equal 
jackets. Most companies may employ similar methods or basic 
fundamentals of construction; however, the many factors involved, 
i.e. fabric, threads, quality, and amount of down, zippers, nylon 
tape and cord reinforcements, snaps, channel construction and 
dimensions, skill and quality of assembling all add up to produce 
a line of finished products with different degrees of quality. 
We're ready to prove our sincerity in the following clothing 
descriptions and specifications! 


Though few people are aware of all the facets to inspect in a 
garment, we suggest you look closely and compare everything 
you can see in the garments outward appearance. It certainly 
indicates how the inside of the garment, or hidden construction, 
is done! We hope you will compare ours with any others and 
ask us, and any other manufacturer, any specific and pertinent 
questions you may have! 





INSIDE FABRICS 


To give a brief review of the various fabrics we use in the 
construction of our various products, we felt the following might 
help: 


11-A RIPSTOP 


A 1.9 ripstop nylon (as used in sails or parachutes) that 
is treated to be water repellent (NOT waterproof) is Downproof 
(if used for sleeping bags or parkas) and is very strong and 
abrasion resistant for its weight. Ideal for tent canopies, some 
Down parkas, and sleeping bags where durability is as impor- 
tant as light weight. 


1.5 OZ. RIPSTOP 


Has about the same basic features as the 1.9 oz. except 
it sacrifices some of the durability for lighter weight. We use it 
especially in our winter sleeping bags because those bags have 
more weight in Down and extensive internal baffling, and this 
lighter weight shell helps off-set that increased “inside.” As 
winter bags are generally used with more ground cover or pro- 
tection (i.e. in a tent) they are not subjected to as much abuse. 
We have never received a complaint on this fabric's durability, 
or on our .75 oz. ULTIMATE ripstop, so do not consider this a 
"weak" fabric by any means! It can take the wear. In previous 
catalogs this fabric was identified as 1.2 oz. weight which is the 
weight per square yard and the 1.5 oz. is the weight per running 
yard. The fabric is identical in either weight designation. 


COATED DUCK 


The heavier duty double URETHANE coated nylons used in 
packs. Heavier weight, but strongest, most durable for this use. 


SUPERNYL 


A nylon taffeta. Smooth look for more fashionable appearance, 
yet very strong and lightweight. Ideal for Down jackets, as it is 
Downproof, windtight, and water repellent. 


NYLPORT 


Double URETHANE coated nylon taffeta. Is waterproof and 
does not breathe. This fabric is best for packpacking ponchos, 
rainwear and tent floors. Is as waterproof as possible for its 
combination of light weight and strength. Where weight is not a 
factor however, a heavier, or rubber coated fabric is more 
“foolproof” for complete insurance against water. 


NYLTOWN 


A heavier duty URETHANE coated nylon. Waterproof, does 
not breathe, best for tent floors as in our EXPEDITION or 4 MAN 
tents where fabric must take increased wear and abuse. 
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“STORM CLOTH” 


A blend of POLYESTER/COTTON. We have used various com- 
binations of nylon-pina cotton throughout the years, and are 
continually looking for one with all the properties we would like 
to have for an item such as a wind parka or breatheable gaiters. 
This fabric is water repellent (NOT waterproof, as you must let 
the fabric and your body breathe) is very wind tight, very 
abrasion resistant and washes beautifully. It can be re-sprayed 
with a silicone to replace water repellency. It has a very nice 
look and feel, and combines the best of the properties we have 
been looking for in this area. 


TEMPER KOTE RIPSTOP 


A polymer coated nylon ripstop used in rainflys of tents. This 
new coating process increases the fabrics strength, decreases 
weight without sacrificing function or durability. 


NP-64 


A combination of Nylon and Pina Cotton. Is as strong and 
water repellent as the “Storm Cloth," but ideally should be dry 
cleaned. Can be re-sprayed with silicone, at home, to increase 
its water repellency.

It is much better to wear them in your home for about 
two hours. The boot will either become more comfortable or 
less comfortable in that time. If it does become quite uncom- 
fortable, the boot should be returned. 


WHEN MEASURING YOUR FOOT 


To order boots, put on the socks you intend to wear with 
them. Normally one light pair and one heavy pair of woolen 
socks for hiking and winter mountaineering. Stand on a piece of 
paper with weight distributed on both feet. Hold a pencil vertically 
and trace the outline of each foot. To supplement this information 
and insure best fit also PLEASE INCLUDE YOUR REGULAR 
STREET SHOE SIZE (as 9% B etc.).

The Je worst enemy of climbing boots is abrasion. Obviously, 
the soles are intended to be worn down and replaced, but the 
wear should not be allowed to extend to the middle soles or 
to the leather uppers. It's a very good practice to have mountain 
boots resoled before really serious damage has been done to 
their substructures, particularly the outseam where the sole 
joins the uppers. A common practice that does a great deal to 
minimize abrasion damage is to cover the most frequently 
scraped areas of the boot upper with a thin layer of epoxy glue. 
This technique is especially effective when applied to seams 
that are continually in need of re-stitching.

LINERS AND COVERS: If you wish to order a liner or a cover 
for your bag (both items are separate from the cost of the 
bag) please specify your bag model, length, and whether it 
is a left or right opening bag. All of our sleeping bags are 
fitted with the snaps and ties necessary for liners or covers, 
so that if you wish to order either the cover or liner at a later 
date, you can simply send us the necessary information. As 
mentioned in the description of the liner, we feel this particular 
item is a very worthwhile investment, as it adds to the life of 
your bag, as well as the ease of the bag's upkeep. The liner 
can be washed repeatedly in an automatic washer (as lingerie) 
and keeps a bag fresh and cleaner. 


EXTRA DOWN: Extra Down can be added to any Holubar bag 
at the time of manufacture. As mentioned in general text on 
construction however, each construction design has a maxi- 
mum fill capacity for optimum results. Should you desire this 
extra fill option, please consult us for advise. Add $6.00 for 
each additional 4 ounces and if you send in your used bag, 
please send $5.00 to cover the labor of opening and filling 
your bag in addition to the cost of the Down. Used bags must 
also be dry cleaned and customer will be notified of cleaning 
cost. 


CLEANING DOWN SLEEPING BAGS OR GARMENTS 


To clean a Holubar Down garment or sleeping bag we recom- 
mend professional dry cleaning. One should air the garment, 
especially a sleeping bag, after a dry cleaning to remove any 
lingering odors. When we receive used Holubar products back 
for repairs or alterations, we have them dry cleaned at a pro- 
fessional cleaners, then fluff and air thoroughly. 


If you decide to wash, use a mild soap (‘IVORY,” "WOOLITE" 
or the like) in warm water by hand washing. Do not use a strong 
alkaline detergent as it will take an excessive amount of the 
natural oils out of the Down. Thorough rinsing is most important, 
as the Down if dried with a soap residue remaining in it, will 
tend to “mat” all the more. Drying can be outdoors on a line 
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(about a three-day wait in many cases!!!) or in a clothes dryer, 
set on WARM, NOT HOT. 


Down is much "tougher" than most people think. Though an 
inexperienced person can ruin a Down garment or bag in a 
washing machine or dry cleaner . . . it is usually the casing or 
fabric that will be destroyed before the actual down itself. Down, 
when wet, will mat and must be fluffed and air dried well. Air 
circulation is the major factor to the life and performance of 
Down, and is why we always ask that jackets or bags be stored 
loosely and where they can "breathe" when not in use. Stuffing 
in waterproof, airtight sacks should only be done while they are 
being transported or packed on the trail. Fluffing and shaking is 
good to loosen and “air out" this natural product.

The Structural design of CARIKIT Down 
compartments maximizes the insulation 
effectiveness of the Down while minimizing 
the amount of fill required. 








Parallelogram Channels 

The triangular "V" channel construction 
eliminates Down shift and holds the Down 
at a highly efficient insulating density while 
the bag is in use and not just in the store 
showroom. As illustrated, the parallelogram 
construction (Chinook and Inchworm bags) 
contains one-half the number of channels 
as a bag with "V" channel design (Polar 
bag) but the parallelogram construction 
contains no cold seams and is quite ade- 
quate and an effective design for a spring, 
summer and fall bag. The "V" construction 
has proven itself to be very effective for 
cold weather or winter applications. 


CARIKIT does not differentially cut 
(smaller inner shell than outer shell) its 
bags because research in design, construc- 
tion, and more importantly, actual usage 
has proven that a smaller inner shell arcs 
around the body leaving large unfilled 
spaces causing thermal inefficiency and 
increased confinement. The intended pur- 
pose of differential cut is to prevent the 
shoulders and hips from pressing the inner 
shell against the outer shell, creating a 
cold spot. This theory works when the

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inner and outer walls are of rigid materials 
(steel or glass as in a thermos bottle), but 
the walls must be at a fixed position in 
relationship to each other in order to create 
the desired dead air space. Being a non- 
rigid material, the outer shell can collapse 
to the inner shell during use, causing a 
cold spot. In fact, the present differen- 
tially cut bags would be warmer wrong 
side out. Our bag shapes soft folds around 
the sleeper, not robbing him of energy or 
causing drafts, while allowing free body 
movement. A design proven to work for 
over 26 years in the fine HOLUBAR line of 
sleeping bags. 


All CARIKIT bags have a "channel 
block" opposite the zipper to maintain 
constant loft and eliminate circumferential 
Down shift from front to back. CARIKIT 
zipper installation is unique. From the out- 
side the zipper is protected by a corded 
storm flap. From the inside the zipper is 
protected by a plump Down tube that ex- 
tends the length of the zipper and the bag 
seam. One side of the zipper is attached 
to the middle of this Down tube so that 
when the bag Is zipped shut the zipper 
Itself holds the Down tube firmly in place

ZIPPER 


A left zipper CARIKIT bag (the zlpper 
is on your left when you are lying on your 
back) and a right zipper bag (the zipper 
is on your right) can be zipped together for 
added warmth for two sleepers.

MATERIALS 


Nylon shells and baffles are used in 
CARIKIT components because nylon is the 
strongest material for its weight, and ex- 
tremely durable. The shell fabrics must be 
Down-proof to control down leakage, and 
they must be water-repellent, yet permit 
body moisture to escape. CARIKIT does 
not use marquisette for baffling material 
because it is a nylon netting, similar to 
cheese cloth, which allows Down to move 
between channels, and because its strength 
is low, shortening the bag's life. All CARI- 
KIT bags have 1.1 ounce ripstop nylon 
baffles that are Downproof and strong.

If you order one of our Goose Down 
insulated products, you will discover CARI-
